ti- e late President Calvin Coolidge 
and the Sunday sermon I ve forgot­ 
ten who first related the tale but 
suspect it was. Mrs Coolidge herself 
who told of asking Cal. upon his 
return from church, what the min­

' Against Sin'* 
Sin.’

"What line did he take’ ’* persist­ 
ed Mrs C 
He's against it," said the Presi­

So the fruit of weary months of 
lighting Ls a resolution condemning 
war. And having passed this they 
nave returned to the 
wrangling. 
Small wonder that Mrs Franklin D 
Roosevelt a couple of days ago ex­ 
pressed a hope and a prayer in the 
U N for a 'gradual increase of good 
will here rather than this continued 
back-and-forth of our telling each 
other what dogs we are."

No. this isnt a good time to allow 
the U N to collapse As remarked to 
the writer by an official attached to 
one of the delegations: 
' We are wallowing in the bottom 
of a wave, and we are shipping 
water, but we aren't ready to admit 
that »*• are shipwrecked "
